First, Get The Facts 


Premier Pattullo of British Columbia 
proposes that a conference be held of 
Dominion, provincial and railway repre- 
sentatives to study the question of putting 
British settlers on unoccupied Canadian 
farm lands. 

It is to be hoped the conference will 
be held and that it will be composed of 
realists and not visionaries. If so com- 
posed, the first matter for consideration 
will be where these unoccupied lands are, 
why they are unoccupied, whether they 
are worth occupying, and how many set- 
tlers could be placed where they would 
have a fair chance to make a living. 

That branch of the subject is due for 
frank and candid examination before 
there is any attempt to induce large num- 
bers of people in Britain or elsewhere to 
come to Canada in expectation of finding 
fertile land “‘waiting to be tickled with a 
plow” as the colonization boosters used to 
put it, Canada hasn't yet lived down the 
charge that it drew great masses of people 
across the Atlantic by false representa- 
tions, and can’t afford to take chances on 
giving fresh ground for complaint. 

If any further large-scale immigration 
movements are to be encouraged, the first 
thing to be done is get a cold-blooded sur- 
vey made of the unoccupied land in the 
Dominion that is actually capable of 
profitable cultivation. If that is the idea, 
the sooner the conference takes place the 
better. 


Suggestions In Order 

While he wonders what to do with the 
enormous crop of wheat United States 
farmers raised this year, Secretary Wal- 
lace is also trying to forestall worry about 
the same subject next year. He wants the 
farmers to sow only 55,000,000 acres for 
next season, instead of the 80,000,000 
acres they sowed for this season’s harvest. 
To get them to do this he is offering to 
pay them from 26 to 30 cents a bushel for 
the wheat they do not grow. A bonus of 
12 cents for non-production last year 
failed to keep down the supply, so he is 
going to double the reward. The antici- 
pated cost to the national treasury is 
$712,000,000, for short-seeding of wheat, 
cotton and corn, 

The immediate result will be a heavy 
crop of sarcasm sprouting in the columns 
of newspapers and magazines of the 
“orthodox” type. They will tell the Secre- 
tary in various forms of language, and 
with varying degrees of heat, that where- 
as the farmer used to be a source of sup- 
ply for the treasury, the treasury is now 
a source of supply for the farmer who 
doesn't farm,

An Unpromising Task 


Lord Runciman, it | was 
not delegated to arbitrate the German- 
Czech dispute, but only to mediate and 
investigate. And, it may be assumed, he is 
not expected to do much mediating and 
investigating at close range during the 
next six weeks, With the German army 
carrying out highly suggestive manoeu- 
vres on one side of the boundary line and 
the Czech army camped on the other side, 
even a small boat adrift in mid-Atlantic 
would be preferable as a place of resi- 
dence. And probably His Lordship might 
as well be in one place as the other so far 
as results are concerned. 

For unless appearances belie the facts 
that particular dispute is about as little 
susceptible to solution by mediation and 
investigation as possible. That either 
party wants mediation is yet to be shown.

an ordinary “line fence” squabble that has 
produced the present crisis. 

The malignant fact is that a large sec- 
tion of Czechoslovakia is populated by 
people who are of German race and sym- 
ipathy and who have been captivated by 
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the current German political cult. They 
are Czechoslovakians in name only, and 
only because the draftsmen of the post- 
war map chose to draw the boundary 
line where they did. And at the first fav- 
orable opportunity they will undoubtedly 
break the artificial bonds and annex their 
territory to Germany, with Germany's 
help. 

Lord Runciman has been set the task 
of prolonging one of the incongruities of 
the post-war “settlement,” by mediation. 
That he can do any more than prolong it 
nobody can imagine.

Compton Mackenzie, prominent British 
novelist who held high position in the British 
Intelligence Service during the Great War, has 
revived controversy over the abdication of 
Edward the Eighth, by a new book “Windsor 
Tapestry.” In it he accuses Earl Baldwin of 

having deliberately engineered 
WAS EDWARD the abdication. In a dedication 
FORCED OUT? to the muse of history he ex- 

presses’ willingness to “abide 
by the verdict of her cold lips.” 

The author also links the editor of The 
Times in his denunciation, saying “belief has 
grown up that when Mr. Baldwin made himself 
responsible for the handling of the King, the 
editor of The Times made himself responsible 
for the handling of the people.” He says Ed- 
ward was forced into exile by the marshalling 
of constitutional usage, press opinion, religious 
prejudice, popular ignorance and political ner- 
vousness, 

Mr. Mackenzie is president of a London 
society known as The Octavian Society, which 
has for its object the return to public life in Eng- 
land of the Duke of Windsor.

Our former king might aptly pray with Vol- 
taire, “Heaven protect me from my friends.” One 
of them, a popular hotel and radio preacher at 
Vancouver, recently induced eight hundred 
people to pay admission to hear him divulge 
“the inside story of Edward's abdication.” He 

claimed that Edward had been 
SOMEBODY'S for 41 years “the greatest single 
PIPE DREAM personality in the Empire,” and 

calculated his cash value to 
the Empire at $500,000,000,000.00,

for fifty cents one could not expect. On the 
authority of some undisclosed “distinguished 


representative of Britain” the audience was told 
that Edward—the greatest single personality in 
the Empire—was both drugged and hypnotized 
at the time of his abdication. The drugging and 
hypnotizing was done “by an international gang 
of Jesuits acting on orders from Rome.” 

Details from the same “reliable authority” 
are reminiscent of voo-dooism. A wax image of 
King Edward had been made, he said, and “en- 
circled with hypnosis day after day” until it was 
Dlimated into life.” 

As a sort of extra offering the reverend lec- 
turer told the audience they were “a bunch of 
mugs if they paid $7.50 license fees for three 
radio sets in one home.”

When 
his love life crossed British sensi- 
bilities, and he saw no other way 
of accomplishing his desire, he 
felt relief at the prospect of 
stepping out of his ceremonial life and leading 
the life of a wealthy English gentleman with the 
wo 1 of his choice. No one who heard his 
manly words to the British people with its 
calm balancing of his rights as a man and his 
duties as a king, could swallow that hokum about 
his being drugged and hypnotized by relays of 
Jesuits concentrating on a wax figure. 

Yet, sincere as was his wish for freedom, he 
is probably as sincerely wishful today to resume 
a normal life as a prince—all the more sincere 
if his home life is now a content one. It’s hard 
to give up the habits of a lifetime. Far fields 
always look the greener. Many a man has given 
up business or professional life gladly—and just 
as gladly returned to it after a rest. The throne 
is irrevocably gone from him, but public life 
may well find use for his talents as an ambassa- 
dor of goodwill. ° 

That's a saner, truer view than all this balder- 
at 50 cents a head about wax figures, 
its, drugs and hypnotism—or even of the 
view that sees in Baldwin a malevolent schemer.

LONDON, Eng.—(By Mail).—The King, “in 
right of his Duchy of Lancaster,” has bought an 
estate of 6,000 acres on the borders of Lancashire 
and Yorkshire. 


Between the flat, flat lands of the Fylde, in 
Lancashire, bordering on the Irish Sea, and the 
outliers of the Pennines lies a 
beautiful and little-known 
country. It consists of wild 
moorlands and valleys where 
there is excellent grouse-shoot- 
ing—the late King George V 
Was a not infrequent visitor 
there in the years gone by— 
and the estate holds the fishing 
rights in the Hodder, a stream 
which flows by it to join the 
Ribble.

Farther down the Ribble stands Ribchester 
which was once the most important port in 
Lancashire. That was when the Roman galleys 
came up the river bringing supplies and rein- 
forcemnents for the garrison of the fortress, which 
guarded the road between Chester and Lan- 
caster. 

The district is little known because it is in a 
sort of pocket. Of the two main roads from the 
south to Scotland, one passes to the west of it 
through Preston and Carlisle, the other to the 
east through York and Durham. To get to the 
King’s new property direct from the south one 
must pass through industrial Lancashire and 
this forms an effective obstacle for most people. 
Which is why few tourists know anything about 
the Trough of Bowland, a defile comparable to 
the Trossachs, at the entrance to which lies the 
estate, 

The Whitewell estate, to give it its proper 
designation, consists of fifteen stock farms and 
two quaint little villages. It is quite without 
industrial development and the nearest railway 
is eight miles away—which is a long distance in 
this country. 

Presumably, the King wants it for the shoot- 
ing. He will not, however, come up through the 
smoke of South Lancashire. He can drive 
through the Dales from the Yorkshire home of 
his sister, the Princess Royal. 


Your Health 


Most of the treatment for arthritis is usually 
carried out at home, at least in the early and 
middle stages, and the hope of recovery will de- 
pend in large measure upon the things the 
patient does at home which will have the effect 
of helping recovery along. It is therefore an 
advantage to the patient to know something 
about these measures which he can use as an aid 
in relieving his symptoms and in getting well. 

One of the most helpful measures which may 
be employed is the hot Epsom salts bath. Use 
the cheap Epsom salts which you buy by the 
pound and add one-quarter of a pound to a tub 
of hot water. Lie quietly in this bath for 15 to 
20 minutes, allowing fresh hot water to run in 
from time to time. 

This hot bath must be taken before a meal, 
when the stomach is empty. After the bath, go 
to bed and remain warmly covered to prevent 
chilling. The hot bath will make the patient 
more comfortable, and will also provide some 
relief from the soreness and pain, because of the 
fact that the heat provides a better blood circu- 
lation. The average arthritic will benefit from 
the bath just described, however, when the 
patient ig weak or is advanced in years, the hot 
Epsom salts bath is best avoided as it may prove 
too enervating. 

It is well known that the arthritic feels better 
when warm and this is the reason the patient 
hugs the fire. Heat in various forms is usually 
gratefully received by these patients, who are 
helped by it. One of the easiest ways to give a 
heat treatment directly over the painful joints is 
to wrap the joint in a bath towel which has been 
folded and dipped in very warm water. Change 
the towel every two or three minutes, replacing 
it with a fresh hot one and continuing in this 
way for about 15 minutes. This is a purely local 
treatment but will aid in relieving the tender- 
ness through the joint and will prove of value in 
promoting a better circulation through the joint 
tissues. The patient will often state that he de- 
rives an almost immediate benefit from this sim- 
ple kind of home treatment. 

Many patients find that the sore joints will be 
helped by baking them with a small deep ther- 
apy lamp or an infra-red lamp, The comfort 
obtained through the use of these inexpensive 
lamps is remarkable considering how little the 
lamps cost. 

Massage is one of the most effective remedies 
which may be used in the treatment of arthritis 
but must be wisely used if the greatest good is 
to be derived from it. During marked sore- 
ness, massage over the affected joint is to be 
omitted, as it may prove injurious. Usually, 
when the one giving the massage is some mem- 
ber of the family who is unskilled in the art, the 
best plan is to leave the sick joints alone and to 
confine the rubbing movements to the muscles 
leading away from the joints, also giving a gen- 
eral body massage. Massage will help to stir up 
the circulation and will at the same time help to 
prevent the muscular wasting which comes from 
a lack of use of the muscles. 

In tomorrow's article, I shall discuss further 
helps for the patient with arthritis. If you are 
suffering from the disorder or if some member of 
your family has it, I suggest that you save the 
article for today and the one coming tomorrow, 
as I feel sure that the information given will 
prove of great value, Look for the next article 
in this newspaper tomorrow.
